The prior art does not show or teach a mastless kayak sail apparatus having a sail with 
four sides with the sail bottom side attached to a cylindrical boomstick assembly by a first 
attachment means; the sail top side corners attached to the shaft ends of two kayak paddles by 
a second attachment means, a means for reducing the wind that can escape through a space 
between the bottom of the sail and the attached boomstick assembly; wherein the boomstick 
assembly and the kayak paddles each enable support and control of the sail, and wherein the 
first and second attaching means permit the fast assembly and disassembly of the the sail.
